Hectures at the Royal School of Atines.

In commencing his fourth lecture Prof.GoopEVE said:—I wish 
to invite your attention this evening to sundry matters connected 
with the manufacture and rifling of guns; but, in the first place, 
will examine the material of which they are made. The proper 
material, as far as our knowledge extends at the present day, is 
steel. This proposition I mean to substantiate by a very few ob- 
servations. You know that in the manufacture of ordinary steel— 
tool steel, for example—the metal is melted in pots, and poured, 
while in the molten state, into moulds, and then the process techni- 
cally called “ piping ” occurs, the air entangled into the metal as it is 
poured into the mould bubbles upand escapes. Steel employed for 
tools has a large quantity of carbon, and is exceedingly fluid when 
molten, and so the air readily escapes, and you get a sound ingot of 
steel, probably two-thirds of the ingot being sound. The steel so 
made has sufficient tensile strength to overcome the force of gun- 
powder, but this highly carburised steel is liable in the manufac- 
ture and in cooling to contain certain obscure cracks and unsound 
places, which cannot be detected; a gun made of this material 
would, therefore, be liable to burst from that cause, and whenever 
that occurred the explosion, as you can imagine, would be terrific. 
It is this fact which has induced such a great prejudice against the 
use of steel guns, especially as instances have occurred in which 
they have exploded with disastrous results. im 

There is another kind of steel, called ductile steel, containing less 
carbon than the first variety, and which is also less fluid when it is 
molten, and from which, therefore, the air cannot so readily escape ; 
hence a casting of this material, made in the ordinary way, has in- 
termingled throughout its whole extent numerous hollows, or air 
8 s. True, you can close them up with the hammer, so as to 
render them invisible to the eye, but still they exist, and the ingot 
is unsound. Here isa piece of tubing made of this duetile steel, 
4in. long, jin. internal diameter. A small charge of gunpowder is 
introduced into such a tube, the ends plugged up, leaving only a 
small hole by means of which to fire the charge. The tube is found 
to burst open with the explosion, but not not to fly into fragments ; 
on the contrary, it stretches a little, and then tears open. Here is 
another large piece, which has been bent cold without fracture, 
hence the name ductile steel; it is not brittle, as tool steel is. 
Pieces of it in the testing machine elongate 30 per cent. before 
breaking ; and we may say generally that, when properly manufac- 
tured, it possesses all the ductility of wrought-iron, and all its pro- 

erties as far as ductility is concerned, with a tensile strength full 
5 per cent, greater than wrought-iron. The only question is, how 
can we manufacture it in sufficiently large masses, while at the 
same time we prevent this honeycombing, and those defects which 
we know produce unsoundness? I will tell you of one method I 
have seen carried out, and that is one proposed by Sir J. Whitworth. 
He pours the molten metal into iron moulds, and brings powerful 
hydrostatic pressure to act on the metal, producing a pressure of 
10 to 20 tons per inch, and a total pressure on the surface of about 
8000 tons. The material yields at the rate of 1din, in 1 ft., while in 
the ordinary process I believe the average is reckoned one-eighth. 
Large quantities of air escape, as you may see if you watch the 
operation; the air spaces are almost a eliminated, and you 
get a mass of steel, soundly cast, with a tensile strength, not of 27 
or 80 tons, as in wrought-iron, but with a strength of 40 or 50 tons. 
I ne by the tables that a variety suitable for guns has a strength of 
40 tons, witha ductility of 32 percent. ; with a strength of 58 tons the 
ductility is reduced to 17 percent.; while with a strength of 68 tons 
the ductility is only 10 per cent. Compare this with good cast-iron, 
which has a strength only of 10 tons, with a ductility of only } per 
cent, Guns are made of steel, with a coating of wrought-iron, to 
prevent accidents, There was a time when it was thought neces- 
sary to have both the metals together in a bridge, but I believe it 
is now generally allowed that one is sufficient, and the same will be 
the case with guns. I cannot understand why this material, which 

ssesses 50 per cent. greater strength than wrought-iron, with the 
same ductility, should not be the material for guns. Small cylinders 
were made of this steel, 26 in, long, with a bore of 2°56 ; these were 
filled with 14 1b. gunpowder, plugged, and fired. I will give you 
the results of accurate measurement of one which had been thus 
fired 48 times—enlargement of inside bore, 0'19in.; of outside dia- 
meter, where there had been no friction, only 0Otin. A similar 

linder of cast-iron, charged with only 3 0z. gunpowder, burst on 

e first firing into 20 fragments. The strain in these cylinders is 

ater than in a gun, since the gases can only discharge themselves 
through a minute orifice: it is estimated to be six times as great. 

I think I have said —— to show you that steel is, at any rate, 
as good a material as iron for the manufacture of guns. I pass on 
now to the system of rifling. Rifling is employed in order to rotate 
the bullet, and thus give it steadiness, so as to make it flyin a 
straight line. It is not uncommon for a projectile to rotate 6000 
times a minute, and at the same time to have a linear velocity of 
60,000 ft. per minute. That velocity has to be imparted to the bul- 
let as it is passing out of the barrel of the gun; and the rotation 
also has to be given to it, to keep it steady in its line of flight. In 
1852 the Enfield rifle was then considered to be the best: the bullet 
. weighed 530 grs., the charge was 70 grs., the barrel was 39 in. long, 
the bore was 0°577 in., and the length of the bullet 181 diameters. 
In 1855 Sir J, Whitworth was authorised to try to improve upon this 
rifle, and he approached the question of entirely experimental me- 
chanics, He had a gallery built on his grounds in which to conduct 
his experiments. His rifles rested on true planes, the amount of 
recoil was estimated by a spiral spring, and by means of a suspended 
sheet of paper down the gallery he traced the course of the bullet. 
He came to the conclusion that the length of the bullet was not 
sufficient in proportion to its diameter, that it should be three dia- 
meters at least; and, therefore, the weight being determined by 
other circumstances, the diameter became less, With regard to the 
rifling, he concluded that one turn in 78 inches was not sufficiently 
rapid, and the more you elongated the bullet the faster it must be 
rotated ; and he concluded that if the bore should be 0°45in., and 
the pitch of the rifling one turnin 20 or 22inches. 

The lecturer then illustrated the value of rotation in giving stea- 
diness by means of the gyroscope, which when at rest rotated on its 
supporting pillars with the greatest ease ; but when the heavy wheel 


will see, has screw sides, so that on coming out of the gun it has 
this force of rotation, as well as an enormous linear velocity. There 
have been many methods of rifling proposed, but this evening I am 
only going to take one of them—the hexagonal one, with which 
Sir J. Whitworth has associated his name. The first advantage 
claimed for this system is that you can fire a steel shot, and so get 
the most penetrating power; because that form of shot is manufac- 
tured with perfect ease in a planing machine. No other system 
except this hexagonal will allow you to fire a mechanically fit- 
ting bullet. In the Enfield rifle the bore of the gun was made 
up of portions of the arcs of circles, successively smaller and larger, 
and the hold of the gun upon the projectile was the difference be- 
tween the diameters of the two circles. In the hexagonal system 
you have, to cause this rotation, the whole surface of the sides upon 
the bullet. In the system now in use they have a number of metal 
studs let into the bullet, and slightly projecting; these cause the 
rotation. In a 250]b. shot, 9in. diameter, constructed on the hexa- 
gonal system, the amount of bearing surface for giving the rotation 
is 187 in., whereas in the old soft metal plan it would only be 3}in. 
I believe that as mechanics improve as a science we become more’ 
and more impressed with the value of a large amount of bearing 
surface, In every system the shot must lift itself up, and centre 
itself, so as to go out in a true axial line; in this hexagonal system 
it does this itself, with perfect ease and certainty. 

Let us now return to the rifle. The Whitworth rifle differs from 
the Enfield in that the bore is much smaller; in the Whitworth the 
least diameter is 0:45 in., in the Enfield 0°57: the length of the 
bullet in the Whitworth is 3 diameters, in the Enfield 1:81 diameter ; 
the twist of the rifling in the Whitworth is 1 in 20, while in the 
Enfield it was lin 78, The system of rifling in the Whitworth 
rifle will allow you to give any amount of rotation you like; but if 
you attempt to give the same amount to the studded projectile you 
will be liable to take off the studs. The Whitworth rifle was tried 
at Hythe against the Enfield in 1857, In these trials the compari- 
son is made by a “ figure of merit ”—that is, the average divergence 
from the centre of the target. At 500 yards the figure of merit for 
the Whitworth was 0°37 ft., of the Enfield 2:24 ft.; at 1400 yards 
the Enfield could not hit the target, which was 14 yards square ; 
the figure of merit for the Whitworth was 4624 ft. In 1859 a com- 
mittee of officers reported that the bore of the Whitford rifle was 
too small for use as amilitary weapon. In 1862 another committee 
proposed to adopt the three characteristic elements of Whitworth’s 
system—the diameter of bore, the degree of spiral, and the large 
proportion of rifling surface. In the Martini-Henry rifle, which is 
a later one than the above, the bore has seven instead of six sides; 
the diameter of the circle touching each side is 4’5in., the bullet is 
29 diameters in length, and the twist of the rifling one turn in 22 in, 
This close approximation to what Sir J. Whitworth, so many years 
ago, stated ought to be the true principles of rifling shows the value 
of his system. 

I submit there is a point which has been lost sight of—that if 
there is a true system of rifling it is as true for large guns as for the 
rifling. Mechanics is a fixed science, and its principles are definite. 
It there is a system which is uniform, and can be applied to guns 
of any size and calibre, common sense tells us that it is the best 
aystem. We have a steel gun, and we can put any charge we like 
into it, we are not afraid of it; for,as I mentioned above, Sir J. 
Whitworth showed that you can make steel so as to be completely 
master of the gunpowder. With regard to the projectile, there is 
one form adapted for penetration, another for flight; both of these 
have been determined by experiment. The one fitted for flight has 
a rounded head, according to the curve which mathematicians tell! 
us is the curve of least resistance, and it tapers off a little behind, 
so that the air closes in, as it were, behind it. This tapering form 
is very ‘mportant. A shot made in this form was tried at Shoe- 
buryness in 1858; it weighed 2501bs., and was fired with a charge 
of 50 lbs, of powder, at an elevation of 33°; it covered a range of 
11,243 yards, being nvarly 64 miles. This is the greatest range ever 
attained by any projectile, fired from any gun. One of Whitworth’s 
9-lb. guns, weighing altogether only 8 cwt., threw a shot 10,000 
yards against a head wind. Whitworth also showed that the best 
form of shot for penetrating, especially below water, were the flat- 
headed; that the round-headed projectile, fired at an inclination 
iato water, frequently turned upwards, and struck the target above 
the water; while one of the flat-headed ones went directly through 
the water straight to its mark. 








LEAD MINING IN LANCASHIRE. 


At the meeting of the Manchester Geological Society, held on 
Tuesday, at the Literary and Philosophical Society, Manchester, Pro- 
fessor BoyD DAWKINS (the President) in thechair, a paper on “ Lead 
Mining in the district of Holmes Chapel, Rossendale, Great Hamble- 
ton, and Todmorden, North-East Lancashire,” was read by Mr. James 
Kerr, of Crawshawbooth. 

Mr. Kerp, in the course of his paper, said that the leading opera- 
tions which he intended to describe were connected chiefly with the 
faults in the Pendle range, in several of which were deposited a 
portion of lead ore in the form of galena, associated with less or 
more of sulphate of barium, and a limited quantity of sulphide of 
zinc in the form of blende. Mr. De Rance had favoured the theory of 
the introduction of the lead into the faults from the surface, but as 
this was a disputed point, he (Mr. Kerr) preferred waiting until it 
was more thoroughly discussed before he expressed any opinion upon 
the question whether the metallic ores were deposited in the faults 
from the surface during the denudation of the higher strata, or were 
elevated from beneath, either by sublimation onthe one hand, or on 
the other by the agency of superheated or thermal waters, in which 
they had been dissolved under pressure, and from which they were 
subsequently deposited during the process of refrigeration. In what- 
ever way the lead was deposited in these faults, it might be said that 
with the exception of occasional sops or pockets, the lode through- 
out was not only poor, but in consequence of the contorted, dislo- 
cated, and cross-jointed condition of the rocks through which it 
passed, very frequently interrupted. At what period lead mining 
was first attempted in the faults he would not say. There were, 
however, old works which seemed to have been opened out anterior 
to the formation of the first mining company, of which he had a 
record, in 1753. This company was formed for the purpose of carry-

a farthing in return, commenced and continues the more profitable 
business of brick making. The question naturally arose, what was 
the cause of the uniform and utter failure of these mining companies? 
It was neither reckless expenditure nor want of persevering efforts, 
but was due solely to the want of ore arising from the general 
poverty of the lode, aggravated by its want of continuity, owing to 
the cross-jointing and dislocation of the strata through which it 
passed. The companies had also, in the early days, to work to some 
extent in the dark, geology being then in comparative infancy, and 
the benefits of the geclogical survey, as a matter of course, totally 
unknown; in fact, the lode was only worked where denudation had 
made the presence of the ore more or less visible, while by far the 
greater part of it was left absolutely unworked. The general poverty 
of the lode, however, rendered it probable that, were all the appli- 
ances of modern science brought to bear, the working of it would 
still prove unprofitable. 

An interesting discussion followed the reading of the paper. 
The CHAIRMAN said he was sure that they had all listened to the 
paper with great pleasure. It had not only thrown a light upon 
the struggling condition of mining in the past, but it afforded con- 
siderable instruction in regard to it at the present time. Mr. Kerr 
had also pointed to the wonderful advance in the price of things 
and wages which had taken place, and for his own part he wasonly 
sorry that coal had so greatly shared in this advance, 

Mr. AITKEN said he was acquainted with the district referred to 
by Mr. Kerr, and he had traced the ore for a considerable distance, 
which was visible on the surface. It had attracted considerable at- 
tention on his part, and he was thankful to Mr. Kerr for having 
rescued from oblivion the record of those interesting undertakings 
which took place 120 years ago, It was also interesting as an in- 
dication thatamongst our forefathers there was a tendency to mining 
speculation, and that that speculation had been attended with 
like results to many similar undertakings in the present day. 

Mr. Joun KNOWLES, in reply to the Chairman, said that in the 
district with which he was connected they had not met with much 
lead in the working of the coal measures, as they were mostly deep

the heat is utilised, and, as in the case of the calcining furnace, the 
greater portion of the smoke is consumed. The conversion of the 
ore into spelter is effected in the furnaces, For example: after the 
pots are charged the pipes or condensers, as before stated, are fixed 
to the mouth by means of ordinary clay, the great object being to get 
the pot perfectly full to exclude the air as much as possible, as its 
admission tends to oxidise the metal, which reaches the pipes in the 
shape of vapour, and is there condensed. It is next drawn into a 
ladle, and any metal in a state of oxidisation is carefully removed. 
The metal is then run into a flat-shaped mould to hold about 30 Ibs, 
and thus we get the worked-up ore in the form of spelter. It should 
be mentioned that an iron tube is also fixed to the mouth of the pipe 
to catch the metal, which escapes in the shape of oxide. The furnaces 
are charged every 24 hours, the whole of the spelter during that time 
being removed. After the process of drawing the condensers are 
removed, and the orifice of the pot itself being thus exposed, the 
succeeding charges are thrown in. 

The refuse, which contains a large percentage of iron and zine, is 

taken to works facing the beach and there washed, the process of 
washing being carried on by means of a piston which forces the 
water through the ingredients, the heavier metal sinking to the 
bottom, while the coal and coke float to the surface, and are carried 
off and deposited in a reservior adjacent to the washing house, These 
ingredients, however, are screened before delivery at the vats. The 
dross, which is not used at all, is capital stuff for making bricks, 
which the firm, we understand, intend to utilise. The whole of the 
various metals used in the making of spelter are first assayed in the 
laboratory. The engine which drives the grinding mills is of 20-horse 
wer. 
It now only remains for us to say that the firm stands at the top 
of the trade as manufacturers of the best qualities of spelter. Not 
very long ago tlie English article used to be very much cheaper than 
foreign spelter; but of late years it has given the latter the go-bye, 
and the English manufacture is now preferred to any other, and 
commands the highest price. The company, recognising the wants 
and conveniences of the men in their employ, have built, and are still 
building, cottages for the accommodation of the married men. Some 
19 are already inhabited, and several more will before long be ready. 
Altogether, about 150 men and boys are engaged upon the works.— 
Sunderland Times. 








THE MINERAL RESOURCES OF THE SOUTH-WEST OF 
IRELAND—No, III. 
[FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


CROOKHAVEN District.—In the cliffs at the south side of the 
lofty promontory of Brow Head there is a wide vein of blue colour 
roofing slate, which skirts the cliffs for more than a mile in length; 
it is most advantageously situated for working, as the debris falls 
into the sea without any cost in the removal. In the same property, 
at the north side, there is an excellent flag quarry ; those flags con- 
sist of highly crystallised rocks, and are exceedingly hard and dur- 
able; the surface is perfectly smooth, and requires no dressing ; they 
may be taken out of the quarry of almost any size, and the thickness 
varies from 1 to3 in.; thecolour is light buff. The view from Brow 
Head is remarkably grand and picturesque. Looking westward is 
the broad Atlantic Ocean, and nothing intervening between it and 
Newfoundland ; to the north and north-west the Mizen Head and 
Three Castle Head present an impenetrable barrier to the swell and 
fury of the Atlantic waves, while almost beneath your feet you have 
the delightful bathing places of “Barley Cove” and the “ White 
Strand,” so designated from its beautiful white sandy beach, upon 
which rolls in the clear, deep blue salt water of the Atlantic. Look- 
ing to the east you have a splendid view of Crookhaven Harbour, 
Rock Island Coast Guard Station, Streek Head, the Fastnett Rock 
Lighthouse, Cape Clear, &c.,&c. The distance, it appears, from Brow 
Head to Newfoundland is just the same as from Valentia, and “ Bar- 
ley Cove,” from its natural position, seems to be the most eligible 
spot for laying, should it be required, another Trans-Atlantic cable. 
It has a beautiful sandy beach, and opens directly to the Atlantic 
Ocean ; there is, therefore, no danger of a cable being cut or chafed 
by rocks near the shore. Crookhaven isa safe and beautiful harbour, 
and much frequented during the prevalence of easterly winds by 
vessels from all nations. Thousands of Englishmen spend their 
summer holidays in France, Germany, Italy, &c.: perhaps it never 
occurred to them that the sea coast scenery of the South-West of Ire- 
land is unrivalled, and that there is more pleasure and enjoyment to 
be found in the United Kingdom than in any part of the globe. Those 
who have an 4ye to business might combine it with pleasure, and 
would, no doubt, find something in the bold cliffs and lofty head- 
lands that would amply remunerate them for their time, besides 
having the pleasure of an excursion to at present a ferya incognita. 
Crookhaven Copper Mine is situate about midway between the town 
of Crookhaven and Streek Head. An engine-shaft is sunk 70 fms. 
deep from surface, and cross-cuts driven south with the view of in- 
tersecting the lodes which crop out at the surface in the cliffs. The 
lodes in the disturbed surface rocks appear to underlie north, but 
north of the lodes there is a vertical bed of blue slate, and through 
which it is not probable that the lodes will penetrate, consequently 
it is extremely doubtful if any of the lodes have been intersected in 
the cross-cuts driven south from the shaft. A complete section of 
the lodes and also the bedding of the rocks may be seen in the south 
cliffs, all of which are so clearly defined as to place all matters of 
opinion as to the underlie of the lodes beyond doubt or controversy. 
A considerable amount of available work has been done in this mine. 
and copper ore of the value of 11(0/. raised and sold, but the mine 
has not been proved or fairly tried. It being clear that the lodes 
have not been intersected in the cross-cuts, there is a good prospect 
still ahead, and the distance to drive cannot be far, but supposing 
that the lodes, when cut, were not profitable to work, there is no 
reason why this should be the case. I consider that it would bea 
great speculation to work the slate quarries laid open in the cross- 
cuts, and that they would pay well. The engine employed for 
pumping might be applied also for cutting and dressing the flags 
and slates, hauling, &c. There are extensive beds of blue flags and 
roofing slate from Streek Head West, and in the harbour of Crook- 
haven any amount of buff-colour flags may be quarried and shipped. 








INTERESTING MINING EXPERIMENTS, 


New Consols Mine is situate in the parish of Stokeclimsland, 
about three miles from the River Tamar, and has been at work for 
several years. The principal lode is very large, being generally 
from 10 to 20ft. in width, and in some places as much as 30ft. For 
many years it was thought that the minerals in this immense lode 
were arsenical pyrites and a small percentage of copper, and it was 
fondly hoped that in depth the mundic would die out, and large 
masses of copper ores would be found. So far, however, there has 
been no such result, and the mine has had to depend on the ores 
that could be separatedand sold, The average yield of the lode was 
24 ewts. of arsenic per ton of the ores without picking or selecting. 

“About five years since the mine came into the hands of Mr. H. L. 
Phillips, F.G.S., of London, and Captain Richard Pryor, of Redruth, 
and they determined to giveita vigorous trial. An 80-in. pamping- 
engine was erected, and soon afterwards Capt. Pryor made the im- 
portant discovery that the lodestuff contained tin. Although this 
announcement excited the curiosity of many people, others, espe 
cially mine agents of the neighbourhood, ridiculed the idea, and 
some of them asserted that all the tin that would ever be raised 
from the mine could be carried away inacarpet bag. Steam stamps, 
however, began to be erected, and a very extensive plant was laid 
out, including half a dozen of Brenton’s revolving calciners for 
separating the arsenic. Flues of enormous length were also built 
for depositing the arsenic, and tin began to find its way to the 
smelting-house. Over 700 tons of this valuable metal have been 
sold, and no inconsiderable portion of this has been extracted from 
the refuse heaps which had been deposited by the misnamed “ prac- 
tical” men on the surface of the mine. The result of this mode of 
working has been that about 15 tons of tin per month have been 
raised, together with 100 tons of crude arsenic of a rather high per- 


= eT 
raised from underground, contained 14 per cent. of copper, and about 
3 or 4 ozs. of silver to the ton, and as no benefit was derived from 
these products, it was, after mature consideration, decided to treat 
the ores by the process patented by Messrs. Emmens Brothers, so as 
to extract the whole of the minerals so strangely mixed together. 
During the last six or eight months the necessary works with the 
appliances for this highly scientific process have been in preparation, 
and are now partially in working order. There are four metals in- 
timately blended together—arsenic, about 124 per cent.; copper, 
14 per cent.; tin, about 22 lbs. to the ton of tinstuff; and about 
4 ozs. of silver. There are also traces of other valuable metals but 
little known in Cornwall, and which may play an important part at 
some future time. Taking the metals named at their present prices 
the lodestuff is worth about 3/. 10s. per ton, and as by the present 
appliances about 60 tons per day can be treated, the value of the 
monthly yield will amount to about 5000/., while the estimated costs 
will not exceed 3000/. Of course, a great deal depends on the effi- 
ciency of the chemical works, the production of the mine being 
practically unlimited. If this interesting experiment proves suc- 
cessful it is asserted that it will cause a greater revolution in Cornish 
mining than has ever before taken place, as it is well known that 
in many places the lodes contain two or three metals, only one of 
which has hitherto been utilised to its fullest extent. 

The process now being carried out involves alarge outlay, and the 

works are very substantially executed. It may excite some surprise 
to learn about 2 miles of arsenic flues line the side of the hill, that 
the calcining house is 150 ft. in length by 50 ft. in width, and that 
the tank-house is even larger thanthis. Theores on beingextracted 
from the mine are first passed through a stone-breaker, where rocks 
as large as a strong man can lift are demolished with the greatest 
ease, They are then taken into the rough crusher by a line of rail- 
way, and reduced so as to pass through what is known asa six-hole 
sieve, whence they are conveyed by another line of railway to the 
arsenic ovens, which are ten in number, and each of them capable 
of roasting 6 tons per day. Whilst in these ovens the arsenic is 
volatilised, and passes into the flues, where it is deposited in the 
usual manner, the estimated yield being from 7 to 74 tons of arsenic 
per day. After the ores have been roasted sufficiently they are raked 
out of the ovens, and about 1} cwt. of rough salt is mixed with each 
ton of ore, and the whole is then taken by rail to the fine crusher, 
where it is reduced until it passes through a very fine sieve, and it 
is afterwards taken to the Brenton calciners to be chlorodised. This 
roasting occupies several hours, and the mass is then placed in large 
wooden tanks, into which water is poured, and the whole is kept 
boiling for 12 hours by the aid of a jetof steam froma steam-boiler, 
During this process the copper and the silver dissolve, and are held in 
solution in the water or liquor, as it is now termed. At the end of 
the 12 hours the liquor is drawn off into other tanks placed at a 
lower level, and the copper is deposited on old scrap-iron, The 
silver is obtained in a metallic form during the same process. The 
arsenic, copper, and silver being thus extracted there only remains 
the tin to be dealt with. The ores left in the chlorodising tanks 
after the liquor is drawn off are washed, and then taken to the 
stamps to be treated in the usual way in which burnt leavings are 
stamped; reduction to the finest possible grain being greatly facili- 
tated by the roastings the ore has previously received. Before the 
introduction of the present process the silver was entirely lost, and 
also the copper; the silver, in fact, went with the tin and was 
smelted altogether, whereas now from 12s, to 14s, per ton of stuff is 
set down as the value of the silver, and the precipitated copper 
realises from 50/, to 60/. per ton. 
It has been stated that the yield from the mine is practically un- 
limited, and in his latest report Capt. Pryor asserts that at the 96 or 
bottom level the lode has been cut into for 14 ft. in width, but has 
not yet been cut through, and he expresses his opinion that a greater 
depth only is wanted to find one of the large deposits of copper ores 
for which the mine’s near neighbour—Devon Consols—has been so 
celebrated.

VANNING MACHINE,—Mr. W. B. Frupr, of Silver Islet, Ontario, 
and Dominion of Canada, has patented an invention which relates more particu- 
larly to that class of separating machinery known as vanning machines, and con- 
sists of an outer stationary fraine, within which is supported an inner frame, having 
attached the endless travelling apron or conveyor. To the inner frame and uttach- 
ments a quick vibratory motion is communicated, which, in combination with the 
progressive motion of the conveyor and flow of water, effects the sifting and deposit 
of the heavier metal particles on the surface of the conveyor to which they adhere, 
the lighter particles of the rock being washed off. 


SEPARATION OF METALS,.—J. F. Kina, of Bishopsgate, has 
tented an invention, the essential feature of which consists in the treatment of ores 
and of mineral products, and in effecting the separation of certain metals con- 
tained therein by the employment of either water or of a saline solution, such for 
example as a solution of common salt, into and through which the products of 
combustion derived from a furnace, oven, or other source, either alone or in con- 
junction with air, are injected or caused to pass. The metals or the compounds of 
the same which have been dissolved by such process may be separated from solu- 
tions by any of the well-known methods. 


TILES AND QuaARRIES.—Mr. J. B. INSKEEP, of Madeley, has pa- 
tente | an invention which consists substantially in making several slibs at once, 
and this lhe does by providing a mouthpiece, through which the plastic clay may 
be fed by any convenient or well-known means, the said mouthpiece eonsisting of 
apumber of longitudinal apertures or openings corresponding in length and thick- 
ness to the slabs of clay desired to be formed, the said slabs of clay being received 
on the other side of the said Jongitadinal apertures or openings upon boards or 
palettes, corresponding exactly in size to the article desired to be made. When 
these palettes are filled with a necessary quantity of plastic clay to consti:ute the 
tile or quarry the supply of clay is cut off, and by an automatic motion tie filied 
palettes are removed and empty ones come to supply their place.

An extensive business has been done in the mining market during 
the past week, although tin stock and Cornish shares generally re- 
main in a quiet and neglected state, from which the announcement 
of a dividend of 25s. per share in West Tolgus has failed to raise 
them. Something like the old animation has, however, been mani- 
fested lately in one of the county mines—West Chiverton—and, thanks to efficient 
management, it is not unlikely that the shares will gradually creep up. It is cer- 
tain that confidence has been restored, and that something more than probable 
success has been attained. The development of the bottom levels and the progress 
of sinking will be closely watched bv all who have the interest of the mine at heart. 
The principal business of the week was confined to lead, coal, and foreign shares, 
and some very important changes have been recorded. Of the first, the gradual 
enhancement in the value of Pennerley is to be noted, and in the second the 
strengthening of the Chapel House market. We are informed the quarterly divi- 
dend of 3s. 9d. per share is on the eve of announcement, and that after its payment 
there will remain a balance to the good of something like 10,000/. The meeting 
will be held near the end of May. Many hundreds of shares have been bought 
within the last three or four days, and they are scarce at 44% to 44%. The partial 
cessation of the South Wales strike caused the shares of one or two of the collieries 
of the district to be enquired for—notably, Great Western and Cardiff and Swan- 
sea—but the enquiry appears to have died away again, probably owing to the very 
unsatisfactory attitude of a section of the men on strike. The return to the pits 
hae been so partial that it is impossible to say when the end willcome. The men 
are, however, hopelessly defeated. In foreign shares important advances have 
taken place in Don Pedroand Port Phillip. The latter have risen upon excellent 
advices from the mines, the best to hand fora long time. The yield from one 
reef has reached 1 oz. 11 dwts. per ton, and a profit of 900/. has been made. The 
Gold shares appear to be languishing, and investors are beginning to ask when the 
result of the clean-up will be made known. At present they ask invain. The A 
per market has again shown signs of improvement, and an advance is generally 
expected. The Chili charters for the first half of April are very moderate, whilst 
demand is in u very satisfactory condition. ‘ 

A proposal emanating from Cornwall to establish an association or exchange for 
mine agents and adventurers, and, we presume, other ns interested in mining, 
has met with much attention in the county. Itis thought that such an institu- 
tion will be conducive to the better protection of adventurers’ interests, and ma- 
terially further the position of mining. The idea is a good one, and if carried out 
in the right spirit would undoubtedly confer a tangible benefit upon all cuncerned. 
We are inclined to consider that the greatest benefit accruing from such an asso- 
ciation would be from the interchange of opinions on the different modes of work- 
ing, mechanical improvements, &c., amongst practical miners. It would be a great 
help towards the dispersion of what we can only call ignorant prejudice. As for 
adventurers, they, as a constituency, are of course very scattered; but if they 
trusted their interests to some of their well-known and respected coadventurers 1n 
the county, they would undoubtedly find their position improved. As it is, they 
have too little voice in all things.

RrMaRrkKs,—Although there is no material improvement to re- 
port in the actual position of the Metal Market, yet the month of 
April closes with anticipations of improvement which did not exist 
a month ago. All apprehension of continental disquietudes seems 
to have passed away. The commerce of this country is so inti- 
mately entwined with that of the surrounding nations that the pro- 
sperity of our own home trade is necessarily, in a great measure, dependent upon 
that of our continental neighbours. Without entering into details, it may be suffi- 
cient to observe that the statistics connected with the traffic returns of railways at 
home and abroad during the first quarter of the current year—as well as the re- 
ceipts arising from indirect taxation—are, eperlly speaking, encouraging. Not- 
withstanding the almost universal dulness, of whichso many complaints are made, 
there has been progress, but not such as had been hoped and expected. But, in- 
asmuch as these and other reliable statistics indicate that the movement is not, on 
the whole, retrograde, it may be hoped that those branches of trade which have 
not already participated in any measure of improvement may shortly do so. The 
prospect of the settlement of the South Wales dispute, intelligence of which has 
this day been recived, and which appears to be somewhat of a reliable character, 
is encouraging as the month closes upon us, Should the iron trade of the country 
revive without donbt other branches of the metal trade would participate in the 
renewal of activity. Our markets are sound, and that which is now wanted is a 
restoration of confidence in the continuation of friendly relations between masters 
and men. 

CopPER.—The market throughout the week has been very firm, 
and the present tendency is towards a furtheradvance. The efforts 
of those whose interest it is to depress prices at the moment, have 
failed, but perhaps a more distinct advance might have been re- 
ported had it not been for the influence in a downward direction 
which had been brought to bear upon the market. It is quite possible 
that this may have a salutary effect in restricting a too rapid advance, inasmuch as 
the firmness uf prices has resulted rather from the shortness of supplies than to 
any special increase in demand. Should charters be at all in excess, the market is 
just in that sensitive position that the effect would be felt at once; but, from the 

est sources of information, it would seem highly improbable that this will be the 
case; but light charters being generally looked for, anda continuous diminu- 
tion in the quantity of Chili produce coming forward, until such time as consider- 
ably higher rates having been established, a further inducement to ship in large 
quantities shall arise, the market may, in all likelihood, remain firm until re 
newed activity in trade, or a speculative movement, or both combined, shall send 
up the price of copper above the existing level. At the beginning of the week ore 
realised 163. per unit, and Chili bars g.o.b sold for 82/. to 82/.5s. cash. A limited 
quantity of Chili bars go.b. changed hands on Tuesday at 81/. 15s, cash, and 
Walaroa realised 91/, g.o.b. Chili regulus, on Wednesday, sold toarrive at 163. 94., 
and Bolivian 16s, 6d,; a small quantity of ore soldat 163. Chili bars g o.b. changed 
hand, 82/. usual cash, and the same price net, three months’ prompt. Walliroo 
realised 90/. 10s, On Thursday the market was slightly more active, and g.o.b. were 
dealt in at 82/, usual cash, and to arrive at 82/. 10s. picked brands. ‘To-day the 
market is very firm. English tough is quoted 88/. to 89/.; best select, 90/. to 91/.; 
though sheets, 94/.; India sheets, 93/.; and yellow metal, 7d. to 8d. 

Iron.—Although there is no material change in the position of 
the iron trade in the North of England to report this week, still it 
is an encouraging symptom to observe that orders are being booked, 
and enquiries are coming forward, and, so far as present indications 
may serve as a guide, it would seem that the very great quietude 
which has so long prevailed may be succeeded by a period of mode- 
rate activity. No doubt the improvement observable in the North of England 
muy in great measure be accounted for by the utter stagnation of trade in South 
Wales, and orders which in usual course would have been placed there have found 
their wey to the North, as the only place where they could be executed. Buyers 
are holding back orders, being under the impression that should the trade of the 
country still further decline, or should the South Wales dispute be settled and the 
workmen go in at a reduction, there may be a fall in prices. It isto be hoped that 
the first contingency is not likely to occur. Depression in trade has surely 
reached the lowest ebb, and any change which may now occur may reasonably be 
expected to be one towards a renewal of vitality. The last supposition is like- 
wise unlikely, for it is an established fact that at the old rate of wages it was im- 
possible for the masters to earn the slightest profit at current quotations, and so 
what few orders were floating about the market could not be accepted ; but should 
such a scale of wages be accepted by the employees as shall enable the masters to take 
orders at current quotations, it may be buyers, realising this to be the true position 
of affairs, will not hold back their orders. In some instances at the present time 
the wheels of the mills are going round for the benefit of the merchant and of the 
men, but tho masters assert that so far as they are concerned they are reaping no 

rofit, Let this fact be established, and such a state of things would cease to be. 

o man would work for a continuance for the benefit of his neighbour unless he 
reaped a corresponding profit himself, nor is it desirable that he should. 

The demand for pig-iron from the North of England on Scotch and Conti- 
nental account continues to be active, and as there isa measure of renewed ao- 
tivity among the finished-iron manufacturers, it is probable that the local demand 
for pigs may improve. Prices, notwithstanding, show no advance. No. 1 is quoted 
62s. 6d.; No. 3, 57s. The rail market is not quite so quiet as it has been. Some 
orders have been placed. Enquiries are increasing, and it is expected that some 
Russian requirements will ere long meet with acceptance in the North, and add to 
the amount of work doing in railway material. There is a slight improvement to 
note in the demand for plate and merchant bar iron, and other departments of 
the trade are waking up. The coal trade sympathises with the iron trade, and 
shows signs of a renewal of animation. The following statistics of the coal trade 
iu South Wales show the lamentable condition into which the industry of that 
important district has drifted. The export of coals during the month of March 
to foreign markets were :—From Cardiff, 156,156 tons, against 249,916 tons during 
the corresponding period of the previous year; from Newport in like manner 
10,809 tons, against 39,254 tons; from Swansea, 39,578 tons, against 56,601 tons; 
from Llianelly, 11,719, against 8721 tons. The shipments coastwise in like manner 
wera :—Cardiff, 42,144 tons, against 62,233 tons; Newport, 31,980 tons, against 
52,231; Swansea, 28 574, against 19,363 tons; and Llanelly, 10,461 tons, against 
7295 tons. The collieries connected with the ironworks have held a mass meetin 
at Merthyr with a view of ascertaining the result of the deputation which had 
already met the masters to arrange the terms upon which a fresh start might be 
fay terre ng J entered upon. The masters are firm in their declaration that it 
is impossible, in the face of the facts of the case which are patent to all, to think 
of lessening the reduction in wazes below the 15 per cent. already offered to the 
men as the ultimatum; but they added that should more favourable terms be 
granted in the Aberdare and Rhondda districts where the men are on strike, such 
advantage should be conceded to the Merthyr men who had accepted the terms 
now proposed. It was also understood that the obnoxious day-to-day clause should 
be withdrawn, and not again brought into operation towards a lock-out. The men 
were unanimous in their rejection of the foregoing propositions, and it was deter- 
mine to form a committee to take the whole position of the ironworks colliers 

* into careful consideration, in order that perfect unanimity of action might prevail 
throughout the South Wales district, and the whule body prescribe the terms 
upon which they were prepared to go into work. 

Thus matters once more reverted to the position occupied for so long a time 
past, but with this difference apparently, that any men who choose to go in indi- 
vidually will be allowed so to do, provided a number sufficient to keep the ma- 
chinéry in motion and-work the pits properly can be found ready to do so. The 
dvocates for resistance are thus placed at a disadvantage, and they are more than 
ever determined upon keeping their phalanx unbroken, but te what good purpose

The market opened flat, and Straits 
was quoted 83/., usual cash terms, and this has been about the quo- 
tation during the week, but the actual business doing has been very 
jimited. The decline in the value of Australian has been more de- 
cided than in Straits, the present quotation being about 80/. 

Trn-PLATES.—The make of tin-plates is materially reduced. The 
demand shows no improvement, but there is at present no change 
in quotations. 





Messrs. Henry Rogers, Sons, and Co.—CoPPER: The copper mar- 
ket remains in the same unsatisfactory condition as has prevailed since the year 
opened. Raw copper is still upheld by outside speculators far above its value to 
the detriment of the whole trade, and strenuous efforts are daily made to advance 
the price as well, as to induce fresh speculator to invest in the article. An analysis 
of the published figures to the end of the quarter may not be unacceptable, as well 
to those who are enticed to invest, as to our own constituents. The increase in the 
imports of copper for the quarter compared with 1874 are 2372 tons; the decrease 
in the exports for the same period are 1638 tons, together 4010 tons, equal to an ad- 
dition to our stocks of over 16,000 tons per annum. Copper was at its highest 
compared with several months preceding, in December last the price being 87/., 
available stock 27,628 tons. During the four past months we have increased our 
public stock 500 tons, and the private stocks of the smelters have been augmented 
to the extent of 6231 tons, by the arrival of this quantity of ore and regulus pre- 
viously purchased by them. The increase in the available stock of Chili copper 
alone since Dec. 1 is 3143 tons excluding the recent receipt by the smelters of 6231 
tons. A great deal has been made of the late small charters from the West Coast, 
but the letters to hand this week show a decrease in actual shipments to March 16 of 
500tonsonly. Inthe autumn of last year, in consequence of the price of raw aaeet 
being forced up unduly, the Americans took out of the hands of the trade in Bir- 
mingham the German orders for cartridges; this year German houses, rather 
than be beaten by either English or American manufacturers, have contracted with 
their Government for the direct supply of cartridges, purchasing, however, the 
copper required in America, at a considerably lower price than that quoted for 
Australian. The sales of Lake copper in Germany since the commencement of the 
year for summer shipment, ure over 3000 tons, and the German market may now 
be said to be supplied by America to the detriment of our own colonies. The 
French market, moreover, has been virtually closed to the English dealers for many 
months past, the larger West Coast houses preferring to ship direct to France rather 
than trust their entire interests to the operations of the speculators on the English 
market. In April last year the difference between Australian (Burra) copper and 
Chili was 10/. per ton; this year it has been 7/.to 8/. only. Between English tough, 
also best select copper, and Chili bars, the difference was 10/. and 12/. per ton; now 
it is 8/.,and has been 6/. Between manufactured it was 17/. to 2U/. per ton, while 
this year it has been 10/. to 14/. only ; and in yellow metal the comparative prices 
have been 5/. per ton lower than during 1874. There is nothing but one loud com- 
plaint of want of business in copper generally, which must continue so long as con- 
sumers, manufacturers, and exporters are at the mercy of outside speculators, 
whose dealings in raw copper operate to so great an extent against the interest of 
the legitimate trader. Some years back the available supplies of Chili copper were 
held off the market, on account of the West Coast shippers, for a very considerable 
period; the ultimate result to those interested being most disastrous. The trade 
is threatened now with a similar retention from the market of a very large quan- 
tity of the existing stock, speculators being the interested. The loss on this copper 
now makes up a not unimportant cotal, but a realisation in any quantity, could 
only compare with the results of those unfortunate holdings when the West Coast 
houses were the sufferers. 


Messrs. Vivian, Younger, and Bond—Coprrr: There has been a 
fair demand for Chili bars at 81/, 10s. to 82/., and for special brands 81/. 10s. to 
82/ 10s. paid spot at Swansea and to arrive. English tough and best selected sold 
up to 88/. and 89/. respectively, makers now asking 1/. to 2/, advance. The market 
is firm at the close. —-TiN; Drvopiug.—Iron: Without change. ——SPELTER :

Messrs, James and Shakspeare—CoprER: Smelters have again 
come into the market for furnace material, orgy | during the week a fair 
quantity of ore and regulus, to arrive, at 16s. and 16s. 6d. per unit respectively, 
and paying at the close 16s. 9d. for the latter description. At the Swansea Ticket- 
ing (on the 27th instant) 1517 tons of ore, averaging 16 3-16ths per cent. produce, 
were disposed of at an average price of 15s. 9d. per unit. Chili bars were also 
in very good demand, and tolerably large sales have been reported from 81/. 5s. 
to 82/. 10s. per ton for good ordinary brands cash, 81/. 123, 6d. to 82/. 5s. for 
parcels with extended prompts; it should be noted, however, that all transac- 
tions above 82/. cash were for Urmeneta in warehouse at Swansea, for which there 
was aspecial enquiry. Picked marks sold freely from 81/. 15s. to 82’, 10s. per ton 
cash, and to arrive, the whole being taken for consumption in this country. We 
note also a more extensive business in Australian sorts, chiefly in Wallaroo and 
Burra, but the stocks of fine copper from that quarter, being comparatively large, 
holders have not yet found it expedient to make any important change in their 
quotations. English shows a rather strong rise, and but few smelters are willing 
to aceept orders below the highest figures — in the list.——Tin : Smelters keep 
their quotations for English at such high figures as compared with other sorts as 
to reduce the demand to a minimum, and the list rates are, therefore, purely no- 
minal, The heavy arrivals of foreign, amounting already to 1100 tons (with a 
further 700 tons off the coast, which may be daily expected into port) have had a 
very depressing effect, and we note a reduction of about 4s. per cwt. since Friday 
last. Were it not that the bulk of the late imports are held entirely out of the 
market, values would probably have touvhed a still lower point; but this metal 
being so easily held, and such a favourite medium for speculation, it seems doubt- 
ful whether quotations can recede much farther, as they already stand at a mode- 
rate level, being about 80/. per ton below what they touched in 1871, and about 34/. 
under the average value of the last 15 years.——LEAD: Supplies of foreign (con- 
taining silver) having fallen rather short, the demand on the smelters, who use 
that article for the production of English pig, has been beyond their ability to 
meet; and this, coupled with a slight speculative enquiry, has caused an advance 
of about 15s. per ton since we lait wrote.——QUICKSILVER: Californian, for dis- 
tant Cpa is offering here about 3/. per bottle below what is asked for Spanish 
out of stock. 


Mr. Murrant—Trn has further receded, the anticipated increase 
in the stocks not appearing to warrant any rise in values at present, and if the 
rumoured discoveries of considerable additional deposits in Tasmania, &c., should 
be confirmed, further reductions may not be improbable. The sales for the week 
have been 250 tons Straff8, and 50 tons Australian, 80s. to 85s. for cash and for- 
ward delivery.——Corprer: Chili has again improved to the extent of about 1/., 
but no very important transactions have been carried out at the increased rates, and 
an unpleasant quietude seems to have fallen upon the article during the last day or 
two. The week’s transactions are reported to have been in bars 1000 tons 811. 5s. to 
82/.

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COAL CUTTING BY MACHINERY. 


The question of the relative merits of the rotary principle and the 
pick principle for coal cutting machinery having been raised, a few 
particulars as to the working of the best machines representing the 
two classes will not be uninteresting. On Wednesday the rotary 
machine of Mr. Isaac Gray Bass being in operation in the New- 

pit between Drighlington and Gildersome, we took an oppor- 
tunity of examining it at work, and immediately afterwards went 
to the West Yorkshire Iron and Coal Company’s pits, near Tingley 
Station, where Mr. WM. Firru’s pick machines areinuse. The air 
compressors differ slightly in principle at the two pits, but the dif- 
ference did not affect the working of the machines, since the pres- 
sure varied but 7lbs,; it was 45lbs. to the square inch at the com- 
pressor at Newmarket pit, and 52 lbs. at the compressor at Ringley. 
A lad sent with all speed from the rotary machine to the pit bottom 
brought back the pressure while it was at work as 24 lbs, ; but this 
was obviously a mistake, as the reduction from 45lbs. to 241bs. 
in passing through only 100 yards of piping (5 in. diam. in the pit, 
which is 70 yards deep) is unlikely. As, however, the machine had 
reached the end of the cut, and a considerable time is necessary to 
make ready for the next cut, the pressure could not be verified ; 
yet it was, perhaps, unnecessary, as upon coming up the pit, which, 
of course, occupied but a few moments, the pressure was 42 lbs. 
atthe pit bottom and under 46 lbs, at surface. All the piping used 
is steam piping, that from the pit bottom to the machine (about 
200 pends} being 2 in. in diameter. For all practical purposes, it 
may be considered that on Wednesday the machines at Newmarket

at once admitted; it has been in use for about four months, work- 
ing on the average, as they said in the pits, every other day, or

’ sent working somewhat at a disadvantage, the length of cut being 
_ but 36 yards, but preparations are being made to give it a face of 


190 yards. It has not yet been tested for cutting coal, the cut being 
made in the “muck” beneath the seam, and the men do not appear 
by any means sanguine that in the coal the result would be satis- 
factory, considering the manner in which they have had to over- 
come obstacles met with in the “ muck,” but that it is, as some of 
them say, a muck machine and not a coal machine is certainly not 
the fact; nor is the recommendation justified that the coal should 
be brought to the surface first if it is to be cut with the machine. The 
great practical difficulty is to keep the rotary cutter absolutely 
horizontal ; this has, perhaps, affected the temper of the men using 
it, and the chief objection raised is that it cannot deal with a fast 
benk, but must have a — made to goin at, and a place tocome out 
at, which means considerable manual labour. These are the points 
which make it extremely difficult for the rotatory principle to secure 
general adoption, since they necessitate tedious and costly prepara- 
tion of the road for carrying the machine, and much delay upon the 
slightestderangement. The men complain that in its result the rotary 
eutter causes the machine too often to ride or lift one or other pair 
of wheels off the track. The teeth do not like aniron ball, or other 
iece of bard stuff, and will, by preference, ride under or over it. 
m it rides under the cutter continues under the new angle, and 
in a very few revolutions the wheels are lifted from the outer rail, 
and the machine has to be stopped whilst the cutting is deepened to 
allow the cutter to start again on the true horizontal. When it rides 
over the obstruction the opposite effect is produced ; the inner wheels 
ars lifted equally, necessitating the clearance to let the cutter start 
square again. Now, it will be very evident to coal miners that there 
is less chance of meeting with iron balls or brasses large enough to 
interfere with the working of the machine (for it will knock out a 
piece 4in. cube) in coal than in muck, so that the riding of the ma- 
chine would not reduce it from a coal machine to a muck machine. 
The great objection to using it in the coal is that the stuff which was 
leaving the machine was absolutely powder. The progress made 
as to speed was very good, 6 yards being cutin 17 minutes, includ- 
ing 2 minutes stoppage. The teeth, which are single and double al- 
ternately around the cutter wheel,are quickly replaced when broken, 
and the machine works evenly. 

The pick machine oxamsined was working in a narrow seam of 
cannel, the place not being more than 8 ft. 6 in. high, and was fair 
on @ face (the colliery being already laid out for machine hewing). 
The machine had just been stopped to change the pick-points, and

6 stuff they were cutting in 
was hard, but not unkindly, and there was no doubt that they were 
putting on a full allowance of air. The s was not so regular 
as might have been expected, the average being from 70 to 80 blows 
per minute, but it was several times, for short intervals, increased 
to 100 blows per minute. Several binds occurred in the length cut ; 
that is to say, the tool became as it were smothered with coal, and 
almost fixed ; the succeeding two or three strokes then appeared to 
do but little work, yet in no case was the machine stopped or its 
position disturbed ; it worked altogether very smoothly and well, 
the change of speed seeming to vary with the hardness of the ma- 
terial, just as it is noticed when acollier is undercutting, and comes 
to a hard bit, he does not get through it quite so quickly. Mr. 
OXNARD (of whose ability as a manager the men speak very highly, 
remarking that they feel much more confidence in their safety in 
the pits since he has been there, although he did send too many to 
Wakefield while breaking them in) stated that the seam in which 
this particular machine is at work could not be got by hand labour, 
and that this was proved when the machine had to be brought out 
for complete overhaul and repair. He wanted the men to take it 
by hand labour in the meantime, but they refuséd the bargain at 
the highest possible price which he could offer without loss to the 
owners, and the working was only re-commenced when the machine 
was ready. It is estimated that, taking all the machines in use at 
Tingley, the saving as compared with hand labour is at least 1s. per 
ton, whilst the men earn more money, with very much less labour, 
than they could working by hand in the same places. 

A more favourable opportunity for comparing the relative merits 
of the two principles could only have occurred had the rotary ma- 
chine been running in coal instead of in muck, for each machine 
being without doubt the best of its class for all practical purposes 
neither of the parties interested can say that the other has the ad- 
vantage of superior manufacture. Both were performing the work 
allotted to them admirably, but it was only too easy to see that for 
general work—and, indeed, for all but exceptional cases—the pick 
.principle has the advantage, in doing less injury to the material in 
which it is cutting, and being better adapted by its simplicity for 
placing under the control of ordinary colliers. 








THE CONFERENCE TO KEEP UP MINERS’ WAGES. 


A Conference of the National Miners’ Association, specially con- 
vened by Mr. MACDONALD, M_P., has been sitting in Leeds during 
the week for the purpose of considering the best means for averting 
the downward tendency of wages in the mining districts of all 
parts of the kingdom. The member for Stafford has been very suc- 
cessful in keeping himself prominently before the public since he 
entered Parliament, for he is nothing if not conspicuous. His latest 
popular effort has been to call together the representatives of the 
miners to consider what means shall be adopted to maintain wages 
at their present rate. If Mr. MACDONALD and his friends can ma- 
nage to point out a way in which wages can be kept up in the face of 
rapidly falling prices of coal, diminished exports, and increasing pro- 
duction, they will not only be entitled to the gratitude of the men 
but to the hearty and sincere thanks of the colliery owners in every 
part of the kingdom. Of course, keeping up wages at their present 
stand:rd means maintaining the price of coal as it now is. But we 
think we may fairly assume that any decision come to by the Con- 
ference cannot very well be carried out without the concurrence of 
the employers, consequently it might have been advisable to have 
consulted them before adopting resolutions which the workmen 
will be unable to carry out, for we do not believe that colliery 
owners are quite prepared to hand over their pits to those they em- 
ploy to work them when and how they please. Matters have not 
got quite as far as that yet, nor are they for some little time likely 
to, even at the request of so mighty a personage as the member 
for Stafford. But we are to some extent advised beforehand of the 
views of those who are taking part in the Conference, from a cir- 
cular which has been published containing various propositions 
from several mining districts suggesting remedies for effectually 
stopping the downward tendency of wages, which appear to be 
based on the assumption that the workmen have the power of limit- 
ing the production of coal to any extent they please. 

The Durham miners, to avert the ‘‘ threatened calamity of social 
destitution aud wretchedness, and all the concomitant moral and 

rnicious effects which follow in their train,” suggest the desira- 

ility of concerted action, or some national scheme whereby the 
whole of the miners in the kingdom could act together, so that all 
the coal mines in the country should remain idle for a time; or, in 

lain and simple language, that all classes of the community should 

e taxed as they have been to maintain the wages of a body of un- 
skilled workmen, far better paid than the most skilled. There is 
certainly no show of modesty in the proposal, which is made without 
considering that there are other persons to be thought of in the carry- 
ing of itout., Will the employers whofind the wages for the support 
of the miners and their families agree to accept such conditions as 
to the working of their minesas the conferenceshall deem fit? Will 
they all quietly acquiesce in what Mr. MACDONALD and some other 
leaders consider is best to be done? Even supposing that their 
scheme could be carried out, which we feel certain is impossible. 
Buta federation is only powerful when it is backed up by capital, by 
which it can do without the profits of labour for an almost indefinite 
period, This we have seen illustrated by the position taken by the 
colliery owners and ironmasters of South Wales during the last two 
or three months. But a federation of labour only, without capital, 
would be a mere lengthened rope of sand, which the joint action of 
the employers could at any time rend asunder by the very means 
which the miners propose to maintain their wages at the present 
standard. They would only have to adopt the same course as has 
been so successful in South Wales, but on a larger scale; for by 
stopping all work and paying no wages the federation of workmen 
would very soon collapse. This was the case with respect to the 
Amalgamated Association of Miners, of which Mr. HALLIDAY is the 
head, for not so very long since it boasted of having considerably 
more than 100,000 members, whilst now it has little more than 
30,000. The defection was caused by the men on strike not receiving 
the usual pay owing to the bankruptcy of the Association, and such 
would be the fate of any federation of workmen when the treasury be- 
came exhausted, and it became a question of work or the workhouse. 

The principle of federation, however, appears to have peculiar 
and almost dazzling attractions for the miners generally, for we find 
from the circular to which we have alluded that like their brethren 
in the North, those in Derbyshire and Leicestershire are also of opi- 
nion that there should be a compact united body, embracing the 
whole of England, Wales, and Scotland, so that in the face of fall- 
ing markets there should be a general fast from work so long as 
the conditions of the markets might render necessary. Fife, Cleve- 
vand, and other districts, more or less are as to the necessity 
for federation, and the limiting of the production of coal to the re- 

uirements of the trade. But this latter is a feat which will be 

ound impracticable, as it has been when attempted on some former 
occasions. But it must not be overlooked that employers of labour 
will not be dictated to by those they employ as to the mode in which 
they shall carry on their businesses, Mine owners will keep their 
works going as long as they can, and with the fall of coal there must 
be a corresponding fall of wages, and it is absurd to talk of any 
power of the miners to avert such a state of things. Fora long 
time the miners have enjoyed extravagantly high wages, and as 
their leaders have been indoctrinating them into the law of supply 
and demand, they will now find that they will have to submit to it. 

It is alleged that the wages of the miners are likely to come down 
to what they were in 1871. Such, in all probability, will be the 
case, for large profits and high wages paid in connection with the 
produce of coal mines were such that led to many persons opening 
out collieries, and when all are completed it must inevitably affect 
the price of coal, and wages also. It may be that the men may 
turn restive under thealtered state of things, but their doing so will 
only give a stimulus to the adoption of coal-cutting machinery, 
which of late has made marked progress, and which is destined ulti- 
mately to supersede flesh and bone.

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THE CHANNEL BRIDGE, 


Turning from the rumours of warlike intentions on the part of 
rance, which have lately created so much apprehension in cartain 
quarters, it is pleasing to notice our versatile neighbours have cer- 
tainly been busily engaged to some purpose upon this project, which 
would afford, if successful, the most material guarantee for the 
of Europe that can well be conceived. Of late the tunnel odlsee 
has been more talked of in this country, but on the other side of the 
Channel the bridge is the favourite. Both originated there—ths 
tunnel in the time of NAPOLEON I., and the bridge about 15 years 
ago, and it is curious to notice that the former, after having been 
lorg abandoned in the country of its birth, should be revived ins 
new dress in England to confront the new idea of a bridge about 
the time it had so far progressed as to have attracted the attention 
of the late Emperor NAPOLEON III., who had it examined bya Com- 
mission, which reported favourably on it, and, in consequence, in- 
stalled its author in the Depét des Marbres, at Paris, where a bridge 
of 100 metres was nearly finished under his auspices, but came to 
nothing, owing to the breaking out of the Franco-German war. 
We have never believed in the possibility of the tunnel ; against 
which one French Commission has already reported, and that to 
which it was said to have been recently referred is, we understand 
from the French papers, indisposed to adopt it, and is in favour of 
the bridge. We do not believe it will ever be authorised—that if 
authorised it will ever be made, ventilated, or used to a sufficient 
extent to be profitable, and, as the French Commission reported, it 
will always be liable to inundation of the water, which was ths 
great difficulty in the tunnel under the Thames, and would, of course, 
be much greater under such a depth of water as exists in the Channel. 
All conditions being equal, no one can fail to agree with the French 
in preferring a bridge to a tunnel. If made it would be sute to 
stand, and would be a pleasant instead of a miserable mode of tr 
velling. ‘Its construction would afford occupation to large numbers 
of workmen, and all parts could proceed simultaneously, and in the 
light of day. If found impossible it could be stopped, and the ma- 
terials used would still be valuable, so that shareholders would not 
have to look forward to a total loss. wea 
Whilst the French Government and nation has been occupied in 
the German war and its consequences, the company which has been 
formed in France, with the double object of building ordinary bridges 
and the Channel Bridge when the time arrives for doing so, has been 
rogressing with the former of these objects, and has built some 
Cesdines, which have been in use with satisfactory results, the last, 
nearly terminated, being one of 100 metres, and we understand thst 
in consequence of the application of the promoters of the tunnel for 
the sanction of the French Government to their scheme, the bridge 
company has decided to build a bridge of 1000 metres, the!

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REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


1 99,—It is not always easy to appraise the causes and sources 
f current opinion, and so we can hardly assign a reason for the 
7 uyestioned improvement in the tone of mining sentiment that 
was noticeable at the beginning of this week. The market has 
been very dull in almost every direction, and there was a general 
feeling of despondency in connection therewith, but somehow or 
ther a slight reaction followed, and the good time that has been so 
jong coming is being looked out for again. How far this is justified 
we will not venture to predict. Time, and time only, as matters 
now are, can show. Of this only we feel certain, that Cornwall will 
come out of the crisis somehow. Thediscovery of copper in South

the produce of Australia, or anywhere else, annihilate her tin mines. 
Depression there is and must be in all these transition periods, and

Altogether the trade is 
unremunerative, and while the reductions include 10 per cent. on 
mechanics, furnacemen, and labourers, and ls, to ls. 6d.a day on 
miners’ wages, it is imperatively demanded by current quotations. 

_ The miscellaneous orders which are engaging makers of finished 
iron are decreasing, and the bar trade is certainly at a very low ebb. 
Iron shipbuilding is being to a considerable extent displaced by 
timber vessels on the Clyde, which is also lessening the demand for 
ship iron. A small steam launch, with machinery complete, valued 
at 1200/., has been dispatched from this port to Trinidad ; and Messrs, 
R. Laidlaw and Son, gas and water engineers, have just finished a pair 
of splendid pamping-engines, which are to be sent to St. Petersburg 
as part of the plant of the great water-supply scheme of the City of 
St. Petersburg New WaterworksCompany. There is no new work of 
any consequence offering, and prices are feeble and drooping. Loco- 
motive builders and tube-makers are quiet ; but sheets are in some 
demand, and brass and copper workers make no complaints. 

There have been good consignments of coals from several of the 
Scotch ports this week, chiefly to Quebec, the Baltic, and other Norse 
ports, the whole quantity being returned at 49,535 tons, against 
34,566 tons in the same week of last year. The prices greatly favour 
the export trade, which is being prosecuted both on the East an’ 
West Coasts, but the prices are reported very low. The threatened 
strike of the colliers in the Airdrie, Wishaw, and some other dis- 
tricts, if carried into effect, would harden prices, but would not add 
@ penny per day to their wages. “ Better small fish than none” is a 
proverb of some antiquity, but the colliers are slow to accept of any- 
thing short of abounding prosperity; however, this time, as their 
adviser is against them, they may be prevailed upon to accept the 
marketable price of their labour without a strike. 





JOHN CONDIE—INVENTOR OF THE WATER TUYERE.—When 
James B. Neilson first introduced his invention of the hot blast at the Clyde Iron- 
works, the temperature of the blast was only raised to 240° Fahr., and that was 
thought to be the highest point which could be used to advantage in the blast-fur- 
nace; practice, however, developed the fact that the maximum advantage of the 
hot-blast had not been attained. In a short time great improvements were made 
in the ovens, and consequently a higher temperature of the blast was secured. 
What was known as the tuyere at this time was merely a piece of plate iron, bent 
in funnel shape and iuserted in the wall of the furnace; into this the nozzle of the 
blast pipe was placed, and the space between them filled with clay to prevent the 
blast from blowing back. I may also mention a well-known fact that, the blast 
being cold, the space being immediately in front of the tuyere was black. When 
Neilson had raised the blast up to 240° Fuhr. the tayere brightened, but gave no 
trouble; but when the temperature of the blast was raised up to 600° Fahr. the 
opening in front of the tayere became white hot, and not only burned off the 
tuyeres but also destroyed the nozzles, and it appeared impossible to secure a uni- 
form opening at the point where the blast entered the furnace. At this time John 
Condie, manager of the Blair Ironworks, conceived the idea of the water tuyere. 
He took a wrought-iron pipe and twisted it intoa spiral shape, with both ends 
projecting from the larger extremity, and packing it with clay, he inserted it in 
the furnace as a tuyere, causing cold water to enter one end of the pipe and escape 
from the other; this proved a success. Mr, Condie at the same time constructed 
the tuyere with water space between the plates, so extensively used at the present 
day. The water tuyere is one of those littl: practical things which accompany all 
great inventions, and aid in their success. It is now in general use throughout the 
world, and had Condie conceived its importance, and secured his right by letters 
patent, it would have paid him well. In honouring the men who have contributed 
towards the development of the iron business, let us not forget John Condie, of the 
Blair Ironworks, aud his water tuyere.

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


April 29.—The Coal Trade has been brisk during the week, the 
shipment of gas and steam coals on a good scale, and many large 
vessels loaded for the East Indies and other foreign ports. Consie 
derable shipments of coke have also been made for Spain and other 
foreign ports. The export trade for steam coal is improving, but 
the works are not yet generally fully employed. Inthe Blyth dis- 
trict, where most of the largest steam coal works are situated, four 
days per week are worked, The faction which formed the Northum- 
berland Mechanics’ Union, as distinct from the Miners’ Union; have 
failed entirely in their attempt to oppose the reduction made by the 
award of the arbitrator; only ahout one-third of the mechanics, it 
appears, joined this separate Uniou, and as numbers of the men re- 
fused to strike, and strangers were dropping in and taking the places 
of the men on strike, the men who were out wisely concluded on 
Monday to start work at once, providing the masters were willing 
to accept their services. Most of the men have again been employed. 
In Durham the coke trade continues very strong, and this hasa ten- 
dency to improve matters connected with the coal trade consider- 
ably, but the demand for most kinds of inferior and manufacturing 
coal continues sluggish, and prices are low for all the second-rate 
class of coals. Itmust have been noted that, on the whole, the coal 
trade in Durham has improved, and the pits are worked pret 
regularly. In South Durham, such is the demand for coke that 
the works are fully employed, and the output has in many cases been 
increased lately. The umpire in the Durham miners arbitration case 
has decided to award only 5 per cent. reduction on the rates of un- 
derground men, and 4 per cent. on surface men. This decision has 
not given satisfaction to the colliery owners, as they expected a much 
larger reduction; but there is little doubt that the award wiil be 
accepted by both parties with as much good humour as they can 
command. 

The Iron Trade continues flat, and it would appear that the make 
of pig-iron is too great for the demand at present. At Middles- 
borough, on Tuesday, there was a large attendance, many enquiries, 
but little business done. Pig-iron makers asked 5a. 6d. per ton, but 
brokers quoted this quality 61, per ton less, It is reported that the 
Cleveland miners are restricting the output, and there is a short 
aupply of stone. The stocks of ore are rapidly diminishing, and 
it is feared that if the supply is not increased makers will not be 
able to keep all the furnace in blast. In the finished iron trade there 
is increased activity; some good rail orders have been received in 





On Tuesday the account opened for settlement May 14; Tuesday, 








Cleveland. Several large orders are stiff in the market. The Coal 
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and Coke Trades are steady, and prices firm. Most of the engineers 
and founders of the district are well employed.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


April 30.—The general tone of business in South Staffordshire 
is a degree more cheerful this week, but no actual change of im- 
portance has to be recorded. In pig-iron the transactions are only 
moderate, but selling rates are fairly steady at 3/. to 3/. 5s, for 
eommon cinder, 4/. for mixed mine and cinder, and 5/. to 5/. 5s, for 
best native all-mine. The market for cold-blast pig is steady, and 
Lilleshall make is firm at 6/. 10s. per ton. The number of furnaces 
blowing in the district remains at 79, but several others which 
have lately undergone reconstruction will be put into operation as 
soon as the trade begins to show some indication of a revival. In 
the finished iron department the feature continues to be the strong 
demand for sheets alike of best and common make. Common sheets 
(single) are firm at 117. 15s, to 12/.per ton. For galvanised (cor- 
rugated) roofing sheets the rate is steady at 22/. per ton for 24 guage. 
Strips are in somewhat steadier demand than recently reported, 
but for all other classes of finished iron only a moderate enquiry is 
experienced. The leading firms maintain their quotations on the 
three-fold basis of 10/.10s., 114, and 11/. 12s, 6d. per ton for the 
ruling qualities of marked bars. r ; 

In the South Staffordshire Coal Trade plentiful suppplies are on 
offer at about last week’s rates. Local ironstones continue firm, 
notwithstanding the large sales which have been lately effected in 
hematite and other North Country ores. 

The trial sinking at Fairoak, which is well over the belt that has 
bounded the hitherto “ proved” portion of the Cannock Chase field, 
has come upon the first seams of the Cannock Chase series. There 
ean now be no doubt that the other seams will be found upon the 
estate, which comprises some 1500 acres. __ ; 

The report of this discovery has greatly stimulated other colliery 
enterprises in the district, and has caused quite a rush for shares in 
promising concerns, A noteworthy illustration of this has been 
afforded in the case of the Hamstead Colliery Company (Limited), 
the prospectus of which appeared on Tuesday morning; and by 
mid-day on Wednesday the whole of the required capital (100,000/.) 
had been subscribed. This company has been launched to develop 
a recently-acquired estate of 500 acres lying between Sandwell and 
Perry, about four miles from Birmingham, and close to the Ham- 
stead Station of the London and North-Western Railway. The 
mineral prospects of the estate have been 5 ge upon in very 
favourable terms by Messrs. D. Peacock, E. Smallman, and T. 
Checkley, who express the confident belief that the thick-coal seam, 
as found at Sandwell, underlies the property at a workable depth. 

The trial-boring at Huntington, near Cannock, has reached a depth 
of 100 yards, and is now proceeding more satisfactorily. So far, the evi- 
dences afforded are very favourable. _ : 

An injunction has been granted this week to restrain Mr. H. 
Smith, of Wednesbury, from further working his coal seams under 
the railway embankment there, which has been imperilled by his 
operations. We understand that Mr. Smith offered some time since 
to sell his colliery to the railway company at a fair valuation, but the 
company declined to entertain its purchase. : 

In the North Staffordshire district rather more transactions have 
taken place this week in finished iron, and notably for the general 
sizes of merchant bars. The coal trade remains unsettled, and until 
the masters succeed in their determination to reduce wages it is 
improbable that any real and lasting improvement will be expe- 
rienced. The pig-iron and ironstone markets are quiet, and con- 
sumers are working up their stocks as far as possible. 








REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE. 

April 29,—The Coal Trade, though by no means in depressed a 
eondition in this district, is decidedly duller than at any other period 
of this year. To some extent this may be accounted for by the fine 
weather, but no doubt the principal reason is the continued de- 
pressed condition of trade generally. There is still a fair demand 
for the better classes of fuel, and there has been hitherto a consider- 
able amount of confidence on the part of buyers from this neigh- 
bourhood by reason of the very satisfactory relationships which have been main 
tained between employers and employed since the November strike. In the exist 
ing state of affairs in South Wales, and with the prospect of difficulty in the 
northern pert of the Principality, there is no likelihood of any immediate reduc 
tion in Lancashire, where, undoubtedly, trade has been benefited by reason of dis 

utes elsewhere: but if matters are settled in Wales, we shall certainly have a re- 
Sestlen in wages and a lowering of rates. The shipping trade is exceptionally 
dull for the season of the year. In iron there is no improvement to note, but a 
deal of quiet business is being transacted, and there is really no difference of 
mportanos between the position of affairs now and six months ago. At Barrow 
the iron shipbuilders are busy, but new orders are not forthcoming very readily, 
and the same remark applies to engineers, ironfounders, and boiler-makers. 

A disastrous colliery casualty took place, on Monday, at the Bar- 
rowshaw Pit, in the neighbourhood of Oldham. The pit is owned 
by Messrs. Lees and Maynall, andis 110 yardsdeep. About 1°30 the 
men in some of the higher workings heard a heavy rush of water 
overhead, and it was soon discovered that the water had broken 
through the roof ata point near where a number of men wereemployed. A miner 
named Joseph Kay succeeded in struggling through 3 ft. of water to the shaft, and 
dragged with him a young man who had been working near him. On his way to 
the bit he called to another youth, who, however, paid no attention. Some time 
afterwards three others were reported missing, and a searching party explored the 
higher workings so far as this was practicable, but could find no traces of them. 
Notwithstanding constant pumping, the water rose on Monday night, but early on 
Tuesday morning it was found that it had been lowered 5 in. By six o'clock in 
the evening of the same day the water had been pumped 3 in. lower, and a search 
of the higher workings was again made without any discovery of importance being 
made. It is feared the bodies cannot be reached this week. It was rumoured that 
the water from one of the Oldham Corporation’s reservoirs, near the colliery, wae 
the cause of the disaster, but this is denied by the manager. Eleven years ago the 
colliery was flooted in a similar way, but the disaster happened in holiday time, 
and no lives were lost. The water then broke in some % mile from where it en- 
tered on Monday. The workings from which it is supposed to come belong to the 
Paulding Colliery, worked 30 years ago by Mr. James Clegg, but now abandoned. 

A colliery case of interest was heard in Wigan on Friday. On 
April 2a dispute arose at the Rose Bridge Colliery, belonging to Mr. John Grant 

orris, between the proprietors’ weighman and the colliers’ check-weighman as to 
dirt deductions, and instead of referring the matter in the way prescribed by the 
Coal Mines Regulation Act, the check-weighman went among the colliers, and told 
them not to resume work until a meeting had been held. o fewer than 200 men 
stopped work in consequence, and Mr. Morris sustained a loss of 40/. in payments 
to persons whose attendance would have been necessary if the men had worked. 
Beven of the men were summoned under the Masters and Servants Act, and Mr 
Maskell W. Peace, who appeared for the prosecution, having stated that the men 
i pleaded guilty) were brought up simply as a warning to their fellows, the de 

endants were discl.arged on payment of costs. 

A paper on “Lead Mining in the Districts of Holmes Chapel 
Rossendale, Great Hambledon, and Stansfield, North-East Lanca- 
shire,” was read, on Tuesday, before the members of the Manchester 
Geological Society by Mr. James Kerr, of Crawshawbooth. The 
writer gave an historical account of lead mining enterprise in these 
districts, In spite of repeated failures, he said, lead mining had been carried on 
by companies and private individuals to within the last five or six years, if not 
later, but in every instanoe it had proved an unprofitable speculation, this was 
eaused not by reckless expenditure, and not by lack of persevering effort, but 
solely by the want of ore, owing to the general poverty of the lode, together with 
its want of continuity, because of the contorted, dislocated, and cross jointed con 
ditions of the rocks through which it passed, Prof. W. Boyd Dawkins, who pre- 
sided over the meeting, said with regard to the distribution of lead ores in the 
coal measure rocks he believed there were isolated places like the district Mr. 
Kerr had descrited where they were to be met, but asa rule lead ores were not 
worth working in any open of gritstone rocks, or in such gbaly strata as prevailed 
in the coal measures. One reason why lead mining was extremely hazardous was 
that the lead lay in the esrbonifcrous limestone, which contained beds of shale. 
The lead ore might be tolerably good while traversing the limestone, but when a 
bed of shale intervened it became reduced in quality and quantity, and sometimes 
disappeared altogether. He should certainly advise any intending speculator in 
lead mining to make sure that the strata in which he proposed to make sinkings 
were perfectly homogeneous. . 

To-day a meeting has been held at Liverpool between represen- 
tatives of the London and North-Western Railway Company and the 





Coalowners’ Association, with a view to improving the traffic arrange- 
ments in this district, and of avoiding arepetition of the extraor- 
dinary block that took place on the line recently. The proceedings 
were mainly conversational, and the railway company expressed a 
desire to meet the wishes of the owners so far as they possibly could. 

The Chanter’s Pit, belonging to Messrs. John Fletcher and others, 
at Atherton, near Manchester, is on fire to an alarming extent. 





MANLEY HALL EstaTE, MANCHESTER.—Some weeks ago we 
mentioned that the Manley Hall estate, which had been purchased 
from Mr. Sam. Mendel by Mr. Ellis Lever, of Manchester, was about 
to be appropriated to the purposes of a high-cla:s pleasure resort 
for the Manchester public. We are nowin a position to lay asketch 
of the scheme before our readcrs. It will be remembered that Mr. Lever purchased 
the estate, with the hall, for 120,000/., and he proposes for this sum to hand it over 
to a limited company to be called the Manley Hall and Park Company (Limited). 
Of 78 acres of land included in the purchase, 35 acres are laid out as onamental 
grounds and kitchen gardens, the remainder being park land, principally on the 
south and west sides. The hall, a ec ee mansion in the Italian style of archi- 
tecture, stands on a large area in the centre of the estate, and contains nearly 
50 rooms, 19 of which are on the ground floor. The carpets of the principal rooms, 
with the costly curtains and hangings, were purchased for Mr. Lever at the recent 
sale, and remaiu in their places, while the wealth of ornamentation which has 
made the mansion known as one of the most elegant in the country is, of course, 
intact. The same may be said of the grounds. With the exception of a small 
quantity of statuary which has been sold, nothing has been removed, and with 
two splendid ferneries, a magnificent conservatory, and about 40 covered houses 
for plants and fruits, they must long stand unrivalled in this district. By Mr. 
Lever’s scheme, the hall is to be made the home of a permanent art gallery. It 
will also be used for special art treasures exhibitions, of which it is contemplated 
to have a regular series; and, it is hoped, for the meetings of learned societies and 
other public bodies visiting the city. In all seasons the grounds will form an at- 
tractive pr de. A spaci pavilion, capable of seating from 4000 to 5000 
persons, is to be erected adjacent to the hall, and an efficient orchestra will be pro- 
vided. Other attractions will be offered in the form of horticultural and other 
shows, and until the completion of the pavilion a band will play on stated days on 
the south terrace. A number of the leading inhabitants in the neighbourhood are 
desirous that the park land on the south, which is a narrow strip about 4% mile in 
length, should be converted into a riding ground, and it is not improbable that 
Manchester will soon have its own Rotten Row. With respect to the land on the 
west side of the hall, it is proposed to covered it with superior villa residences, to 
be afterwards let on a purchase-rental, the company, of course, fixing and retain- 
ing a chief rent. The residents of the park are to have admission to the hall and 
grounds on payment of a nominal sum, and they will probably be allowed the use 
ef the excellent stabling which Mr. Mendel provided at great cost for his horses. 
If the scheme is carried out in its entirety, the company will require a capital of 
from 200,0002. to 250,000/. Mr. Lever has such faith in the success of the under- 
taking that he proposes to embark a sum of 30,000/. in it, and another gentlemen 
has already asked for shares to value of 10,000/. We understand that at present 
there is no intention to apply for a license for the sale of liquors, and that the 
grounds will not be open on Sundays. On Wednesday afternoou a large number 
of gentlemen met to hear an explanation of Mr. Lever's scheme. The Mayor (Mr. 
Alderaan King) presided. Mr. Lever proposed to transfer the estate to a limited 
liability company for 120,000/., or to sell it for a like amount to the City Corpora- 
tion, offering, if taken by the latter, to give 20,000/. to set the undertaking on foot. 
After some discussion, a committee was appointed to take into consideration the 
propositions made by Mr. Lever, and to adopt such steps as might be deemed ad- 
visable. Among other gentlemen appointed on the committee were Mr. Hugh 
Birley, M.P.; Sir Thomas Bazley; M.P.; Mr. Callender, M.P.; the Mayor of 
Manchester, Mr. A. Ireland, Mr. T. Sowler, Mr. Lever, the Mayor of Salford, Mr. 
Fox Turner, Mr. Malcolm Ross, Mr. John Rylands, Mr. Oliver Heywood, Sir 
Joseph Heron, Mr. H. J. Leppoc, Mr. P. Allen, Mr. R. Haworth, and Mr. J. W.

REPORT FROM THE FOREST OF DEAN. 


April 28.—In our last report we pointed to the fact that the men 
at Crabtree Hill Colliery intended resisting the 5 per cent. reduction 
of wages, but added that we expected they would have to “cave 
in.” And so it turned out, for although they struck work on the 
Monday they “caved in” on Tuesday and went into work. The ma- 
nager (doubtless acting under the concurrence of the proprietors) 
showed by his retaliation that there is a good deal of human nature 
in man, as on Tuesday evening he informed the workmen that as 
they had played on Monday for their own pleasure they would have 
to play on Wednesday for the proprietors’ pleasure. And so it was; 
but would not that largeness of soul which passes by a transgression 
have been better? since working men are not supposed to be so 
well informed as educated proprietors, The matter, however, has 
now blown by, let us hope not to be recaMed. At some two other 
pits of less valuable coal, on the western side of the district, 210 per 
cent, reduction has been imposed and submitted to in one instance, 
but at the Tuft’s Level the men struck work, but whether the diffi- 
culty will be more than temporary does not yet appear, or, rather, 
the issue has not as yet reached us. We presume, however, that 
some compromise might be effected. 

The public has been taken rather aback by the stoppage of the 
Ebbw Vale Iron Mine, and paying off the men, more especially as 
the mine is a valuable property, and yieldsrich ore. Valuable olant 
also has been erected, including a very powerful engine, and as the 
property seemed to promise good returns ere long, the stoppage to 
many hus been a puzzler. There are, however, undoubted reasons 
for this unexpected stoppage, but we cannot stay to attempt much 
of an enlightenment; we will, however, give a few hints which 
shall point in the direction of the reason of discontinuance of opera- 
tions. Well, formerly the property belonged to a company consist- 
ing of Messrs. Jarvis, Litchfield, and Grindle, but tn course of time 
one of the partners, who knew a thing or two, induced the others 
to submit to the introduction of new blood, and then induced the 
company to pay him out, not in cash, but by bills, and one of these 
bills becoming due, a bankruptcy was the result, but according to 
our information it is alleged that the matter was never properly 
carried through. We affirm neither one way nor the other, but it is 
alleged that by irregular courses the property changed hands until 
it passed into the hands of the present company, who, it is said, 
have no clear legal title to the property, and that the reason of the 
stoppage of the works is the possibility, not to say probability, of a 
legal process for restitution in the Court of Equity, We think, how- 
ever, that by avoiding such a process, the company might, for a 
reasonable consideration, tide over the difficulty, and still hold a 
valuable property. Hoping that by these observations we have not 
overstepped the bounds of propriety, we dismiss the matter without 
further remarks, 

The trade of the district is not brisk just at present, the slack 
coal season coming on. The prices have fallen, according to our in- 
timation in our last report, nor can we reasonably expect for some 
months to come much improvement. The commoners and free 
miners—about 1400—have signed a petition against the Forest Bill 
in Parliament, which, considering the scattered nature of the popu- 
lation, and the short time it has been about, isa large number of the 
small proportioned class to append theirnames. The petition will 
surely command respect and careful procedure on the part of the 
House of Commons,
